HANGING THE NIHILISTS. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, April 15.—All the Nihi- 
lists, except the woman Hessey Helfmann, 
condemned to death for connection with the 
Czar’s assassination, namely: Russakoff, 
Micheaeloff, Kibaltschitisch, Jeliaboff and 
Sophie Pieoffsky, were hanged at 10 o’clock 
this morning. Michaeloff’s rope broke twice. 
Order was not disturbed. An immense con- 
course 6f spectators was present. 


Germany. 

BERLIN, April 15.—The anti-Jewish peti- 
tion sent Bismarck on the 13th had been go- 
ing about the Empire for signatures for six 
months past,and aims at imposing restrictions 
on the immigration of the Jews into Ger- 
many and excluding them from certain walks 
of activity altogether; in fact undoing much 
of the legislation of the pastin their favor 
but the objects of the petition are hopeless, 
in view of the utterance of the Government 
that it does not intend to permit existing 
laws affecting the Jews to be repealed or al- 
tered. Bismarck has also told the Bundes- 
rath that the anti-Jewish agitation is against 
his wishes. The Crown Prince Frederick 
William, if not the Emperor, also has still 
less sympatby with the movement. 


Ireland. 

LONDON, April 15.—A meeting of delegates 
of the Tenant’s Right Association of Ulster, 
was held at Belfast yesterday to consider the 
land bill. Resolutions were passed urging 
further facilities be given the tenants for the 
acquirement of their holdings, and summon- 
ing the Tenant’s Right Association of Ulster 
to send deputies to London to assist in 
urging the amendments required in the bill. 


Italy. 

Paris, April 15.—The Rothchilds’ house 
here has notified the Italian Government of 
its inability to issue a loan for the resumption 
of specie payments so long as the difficulties 
between France and Italy are not entirely 
smoothed away. :

The Virginia Republicans. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—A delegation of 
Virginia Republicans, headed*by Congress- 
man Jorgensen, cabled on the 
President to-day and begged 
him not to recognize Mahone nor toen- 
courage any Republican coalition with him. 
Representative Jorgenson was the principal 
speaker, and he assured the 
President that Virginia Republicans 
will not form any coalition with Mahone. 
He said the Republicans wanta straight out 
Republican ticket, and any attempt to force 
an alliance with Mahone will be fa- 
tal to the party. Jorgensen stated that a 
straight Republican Convention wilt be held 
in ninety days to nominate a straight Repub- 
lisan ticket for State officers in Virginla; 
that it was intended to nominate 
Gen. Wickham for Governor, but business 
will prevent him from running, and tHe 
present purpose is to nominate 
Col. Mosby, now Consul at Hong 
Kong. Instead of appointing more 
Readjusters, the delegation urged the 
President to remoye those now holding office. 
The President said that he would 
thoroughly consider all the questions, and 
act for the best good of the Republican party. 
Jorgensen thinks they have stopped any 
chance of affiliation with Mahone.

Winter Wheat. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The reports of 
April 1 received at the Department of Agri- 
culture show an increase of nearly 4 per cent 
inthe area of sown winter wheat. Kansas 
and Missouri show the largest increase; 
Ohio and Illinois but slight, and New 
York and Pennsylvania remain the same as 
last year. Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Virginia each report some decrease owing 
to the preyalence of snow. At the date of the 
returns the condition of the crop was not 
given in large portions of the principal wheat 
growing States but wherever mentioned it was 
stated as below the average of last year. The 
alternate freezing and thawing during the 
month of March was most damaging. 

LIVE STOCK. 

The live stock of the country,notwithstand- 
ing the scarcity of food and provender caused 
by the long and severe winter, has come out 
in fair health though reported very low in 


flesh. No malignant nor prevail- 
ing. disease is reported over any 
large extent of country. Local 


disorder of lungs and stomach are often men- 
tioned. Great losses from cold and exposure 
are reported from the plains of the far West 
on account of the seyerity of the winter.

Although every other division 
of the Circuit Court observed the anniversary 
of the Crucifixion, Judge Lindley kept open 
doors in room No.4forthe purpose of get- 
ting through with the evidence in this pro- 
tracted church-bell litigation. The gentle 
belles were conspicuous by their absence to-day 
and the expiring hours of this famous trial 
were devoid of any special features of inter- 
est for court room habitues. The first wit- 
ness called this morning was B. E. Kaime,the 
young gentleman who manipulates the chimes 


in Pilgrim tower. He testified that it was-his 
duty to play the chimes every Sunday morn- 
ing at a quarter past 10 o’clock, and Sunda 
evening at a quarter past 7 o’ck 

In summer the chimes were play yed,on Sis. 

day evening half an hour later ecom- 
menced with a change-melody, closing “with ~ 
sacred hymns. From G0 to 90 notes are brought 
into play now. The highest number in one 
change was 138 notes. There are five changes. 
Eight bells are used, but the full change can 
be operated with 10 bells. At one time wit- 
ness closed with a change-melody, but now he 
closes with striking the key-note, the third 
the fifth and the keynote again. The bells are 
manipulated by a series of levers pressed with 
the hand like the keys of a piano, with pedals . 
for the feet. 

Thos. Russell, the livery stable keeper, on 
Locust street, opposite St. John’s M. E. 
Church, a hale, hearty old gentlemen whose 
brusguerie of manner and utterance afforded 


sohe amusement in Court, _ testified 
that he enjoyed the Pilgrim bells. 
He regarded it as a recreation. His-resi- 


dence was a few blocks west.

Scenes in Havana. 
Correspondence Louisville Courfer-Journal. 


You willopen your eyes perchance when 
you hear that Havana claims a population of 
450,000. This, however, is an overestimate. 
Well-informed business men assured me that 
the actual populatton was about 380,000. Of 
this number 10,000 or 12,000 are Chinamen 
and 4,000 foreigners other than Spaniards. 
The Chinamen are engaged in every pursuit, 
except politics, and you never turn a corner 
without encountering one of them. Some of 
them look sleek, fat and thrifty, while others 
look cadaverous and wretchedly poor. Pass- 
ing an alley one day, my traveling companion 
and myself stumbled on a sight that stumped 
and rooted us to the spot for some minutes. 
There, in a little narrow passage some twen- 
ty-five yards long, between. a tenement 
house, fifty or seventv-five Chinamen were 
living—in a manner. The sides and farther 
end of this hive of squalid, yellow, pig- 
eyed human beings, was honey-combed 
with burrows, bunks, kennels or 
whatever you might term them, 
constructed of pine boxes or anything that 
eculd be put together for a sleeping place. In 
the open space between these sleeping shelves 
were several dozen Chinamen, some cooking, 
some washing, some cating, some patching up 
old garments and others smoking opium from 
long, slim pipes and lazily dreaming of the 
land of Confucius. It was a sickening and 
disgusting sight, and we turned away thimk- 
ing that this must be very like the ragpickers’ 
district in Paris, of which we had read. Out 
on the commons we saw Chinamen living un- 
der pieces of old weather-stained canvas and 
oilcloth, ain little huts built of boards and 
covered with palm foliage. Many of them 
cultivate small patches of vegetables near the 
city. A few of them have prospered, and own 
business houses, well stocked. It costs a 
Chinaman very little to live when he is hard- 
pressed. He feasts on spoiled fruit and de- 
cayed cats. 

The architecture of the residences and bus- 
iness houses of Havana is almost entirely 
Moorish. The houses are built for the most 
part of stone, with tessellated floors. The 
roofs are invariably flat and covered with va- 
riegated tiling. It is no uncommon sight to 
see dogs, chickens, peacocks and goats walk- 
ing around onthe house tops. In the even- 
ing the families betake themselves oftentimes 
to the flat roofs to enjoy the refreshing sea 
breezes. The doors are large and ponderous 
and strengthened with heavy iron bands and 
bolts, The knockers are usually brass, in the 
shape of ahand. The windows have no glass 
and are simply large openings for air and 
light, with iron bars running up and down 
their length about six inches apart. Heavy 
latticed shutters on the outside stood open in 
the evening to admit the breezes, and are 
closed by day to keep out the dust amd sun. 
The houses are painted pink, blue, yellow and 
other bright colors, which contrast cheerfully 
with the massive somberness of the piles they 
adorn. Many of the private residences ‘of 
Havana have been built by rich planters for 
winter homes, and are palatial in their struc- 
ture and interior apartments. 

Aldama’s palace, looking out on the Mars 
Park, cost $600,000 in gold. Itis four stories 
high, painted ochre color, with great pillared 
arches on the street fronts. 


Prohibition in Nebraska. 
Special Correspondence Springfield Republican. 


Nebraska, like some other Western States, 
has become interested in temperance. The 
outcome of the agitation is the passage of a 
license law which differs in some material 
points from any I have ever. seen. It 
discriminates between small hamlets and vil- 
lages and cities of over 1,000 inhabitants, by 
emery the iicense power in the former in the 

ands of the county board, which im the cities 
is vested inthe city government. In every 
case thirty freeholders must sign 
the petition for license, and if 
objection is raised the objectoris granted a 
hearing. The evidence submitted gnust be 
in writing, and if either party appeal to the 
District Court only this written evidence can 
be submxted at the hearing in appeal. Mar-~ 
ried women can bring suit for damages and 
for support of children injured by sale. The 
fee required of sellers in villages of less than 
1,000 inhabitants. ($500) is practically 

rohibitory, while the _ penalties for 
illegal sale are extremely severe. What the 
effect of this law willbe remains to be seen. 
it will probably bring about or result in local 
option, prohibition, or free rum, depending 
much uponthe character and nationality of 
the settiers of any given district. Anact was 
also passed prohibiting “treating’’ under 
severe penalties, but as the State has but’ lit- 
tle in the wav of legal administrative machin- 
ery I fear that not much will come of it. One 
curious result of this latter law will be to pro- 
hibit the use of wine at communion service, 
which strangly enough comes under its pro- 
visions by a not over strict construction of its 
terms. I cannot learnthat cither the license 
law or the treating prohibition were either of 
them seriously opposed or exhaustively dis- 
cussed in the State Legislature. Neither Sen- 
ate nor House wasin any degree radical, and 
their other enactments were perhaps above 
the average of legislative work. The license 
law certainly contains some good features 
which will be of effect in communities settled 
from New England or New York. In those 
districts settled by Germans, Scandinavians 
and “Pike county,’* the contrary is more 
likely to prevail. 4 


110 Miles in 160 Minutes.

The train from Chicago over the Jefferson, 
Madison and Indianapolis, due here at 7:05 
yesterday morning was thrown ten hours be- 
hind time by a break or wash-out in a bridge 
on the other side of Logansport, Ind. With 
commendable enterprise the J., M. and I. 
Officials had an engine awaiting the delayed 
trainin the Union Depot at Indianapolis, 
and upon its arrival a special train was made 
up consisting only of the baggage car and 
Woodruff sleeper. The engineer was given 
instructions to put on a full pressure of steam 
and let her whiz, and the run from Indianap- 
lis to Louisville was accordingly made a 
remarkably rapid time. The special train

Want my pardon as soon as possible. [ve 
fought against you as long as I could and I’ve 
been whipped; and now I want to go home 
and goto work.

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PICTURES BY TELEGRAPH. 


One of the Most Marvelous. of Modern 
Inventions. 
_ irom the American Queen, New York. 

It certainly is a fact that, by a recent inven- 
tion, pictures of all kinds can now be sent by 
telegraph. Colors can not be transmitted,but 
all pictures which result from combinations 
of light and,shade, such as photographs, steel 
engravings, wood-cut ewe. India ink 
sketches, pen sketches'and crayonjpictures, 
are reproduced in five minutes ata distance 
of 100 miles with astonishing accuracy. Checks 
have been so faithfully copied by this process 
that the copy has been honored at the bank 
without a question. New York newspapers 
have been reproduced in Philadelphia en- 
tire—the image being semt by telegraph, 
and every faintest dot and blemish brought 
out on paper. We should be glad to tell the 
readers Of the Queen exactly how this is done, 
but it is by a chemical process so-.complicated 
as to defy explanation in ordinary terms. Na- 
ture (the recognized authority in science in 
England) comes as near as possible, perhaps, 
when it says: “Inthe transmitter the. image 
was focused on a prveatess | cylinder, to whic 
a selenium cell is attached. At the other end 
of the wire a platinum point presses against the 
surface of sensitive paper prepared by pass- 
ing it through a strongsolution of equal patts 
of iodide of potassium and water. The ar- 
rangement is such that the selenium cell, by 
intercepting the current, causes a white spot 
to appear on the receiver corre- 
sponding in shape and size to the picture fo- 
cussed on the transmitting cylinder. The ex- 
periments are as yet crude, but full of prom- 
ise.”?’ This is not quite intelligible to the av- 
erage reader, because the facts of the case 
call for scientific terms and cannot be ex- 
pressed in popular phraseology. But the 
important fact is that pictures are sent; that 
photographs are admirably reproduced at a 
distance; and that, ifthe promise of the in- 
vention is fulfilled, a New York paper will 
soon be reprinted in Chicago on the very day, 
and perhaps the very hour, of issue.

‘THE WORD “BLIZZARD.” 


An Attempt to Get at the PhiloJogical 
Origin of This Expressive Word. 
From the Cleveland Herald. 


The credit of originating the name was given 
to Mr. O. C. Bates, editor of the Northern 
Vindicator, who, some fifteen or twenty years 
ago, placed it as a headline over a sensational 
uccount of a snow storm of unusual severity. 
The Milwaukee Republican disputed the 
claims of Mr. Bates asserting that the word 
was coined by a Western weather prophet 
known as‘*Lightning Ellis,?’ and that Bates 
‘“‘conveved”’ itfrom one of Ellis’ weather prog- 
nostications to thé top of the Vindicator’s 
snow storm article. A writer in a recently 
started literary journal, the Critic, was not 
satisfied with this explanation, holding that 
the word was uulikely to have sprung full 
fledged from the brain of either Bates, 
the editor, or Ellis, the prognosticator, 
but undoubtedly had an ancestry. In hunt- 
ing for its pedigree he turned to another lan- 
guage. ‘“*The most natural place,” he said, 
**to look for such a place is in the patois of 
the French Canadian voyageurs,”’ and group- 
ing about in that patois he professes to have 
found the word ‘‘blessart,’”? denoting ‘‘a 
north wind that cuts like a knife.’”’?’ The Na- 
tion objects to the explanation of the Critic, 
and calls attention to the fact that the word 
itself was in use inthe West half a century 
ago, but with a wholly different meaning. 
Bartlett’s Dictionary of Americanisms cites 
‘‘blizzard” as meaning “a poser,’’ and gives 
as an illustration of the use of the word in 
that sense a passage from Crockett’s ‘*Tour,”’ 
published in 1834, which says: “A gentleman 
at dinner asked me for a toast; andsupposing 
he meant to have some fun at my expense, I 
concluded to go ahead and give him and his 
likes a blizzard.”’ 

None of these speculative philologues 
thought of going back to the last generation 
or two at furthest, or digging any deeper for 
the root of the word than in a Canadian 
French patois orthe columns ofa Western 
newspaper, Had they poked and scratched a 
little in the too much neglected garden of 
Anglo Saxon, they might nave come upon 
what would seem to be the source of the un- 
familiar work that has come stormily upon us 
from the northwest. The Anglo-Saxon word 
meaning to blow is “*blawan.” Dr. Bosworth 
in his Anglo-Saxon Dictionary, edition of 
1868, gives **blysan’’ as one of the derivations 
of “blawan.?”’ Now “‘blysan” is the original 
of **to blaze,”’ as applied to a flame. The con- 
nection between blowing and blazing may not 
strike thé reader at first, but upon reflection, 
he will see that blowing at a fire is the way to 
produce a blaze, and hence the word describ- 
ing the manner of producing a thing came in 
the end to be applied to the thing itself. 

What became of the word “‘biysan” in the 
intervening ten or twelve centuries between 
its disappearance from the speech of Anglo- 
Saxon, England, and its .reappearance modi- 
fied into ‘‘blizzard’’ in Northwestern Amer- 
icais not ourconcern. We have no time for 
such a laborious investigation, but there are 
philologers who, with such clues as we have 
furnished, ‘will make nothing of bridging the 
gap ofadozen of centuries. The common 
remark by unfortunates caught out in a bliz- 
zard that it *‘blows like blazes’? puts the 
whole etymological history of the word ina 
nutshell. Thus, “Blawan—to blow;’’ “Bly- 
san—blowing or blazing;” “*Blizzard—blow- 
ing like blazes.’’ If our explanation 1s not 
satisfatory, let some one furnish a better one. 


Distinguished Rebel Generals. 
From Jeff Davis’ New Book. 


When Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston reach- 
ed Richmond he called upon me, and for sev- 
eral days at various intervals we conversed 
with the freedom and confidence ae 
the close friendship which had existed be- 
tween us for many years. Consequent upon 
a remark made by me, he asked meto what 
vagy A would assign him, and when answered 
in the West, he expressed his pleasure at 
service in that section, but inquired how he 
was to raise his command, and for the first 
time learned that he had been nominated and 
confirmed as a General in the army of the 
Confederacy. 

The third, Gen. Robert E. Lee, had been 
commissioned by the State of Virginia ag 
Major General and commander of her army. 
When the army was transferred, afterthe ac- 
cession of Virginia to the Confederate States 
he was nominated to be a Brigadier General 
in the Confederate army, but was left, for va- 
rious reasons,in command of the forces in 
Virginia, After the seat of Government. was 
removed from Montgomery to Richmond the 
course of events on the Southern Atlantie 
coast induced me to direct Gen. Lee to repair 
thither. Before ae he said that 
while he was serving in Virginia he had never 
thought it needful to inquire about his rank, 
but now, when about to go into other States 
and meet officers with whom he had not been 
previously connected, he would like to bein- 
formed upon that point. Under recent laws 
authorizing appointmeuts to higher grades 
than that of his first commission he had been 
appointed a full General; but so wholly had his 
heart and mind been consecrated to the pub-. 
lic service that he had not remembered, if he 
ever knew, of his advancement. 

In November, 1861, reports became current 
that the enemy were concentrating troops 
west of the valley of the Shenandoah witha 
view to a,descent uponit. That vigilant, en- 
te sing and patriotic soldier,Gen. T. J. 
Jackson, whose steadiness under fire at the 
battle of Manassas had procured for him the 
sobriquet of **Stonewall,’”? was then on duty 
as District Commandes of the Shenandoah 
Valley. 

He was a West Virginian, and, though he 
had not acquired the fame which subsequent- 
ly shed luster upon his name, he possessed 
a well-deserved confidence among the people 
of that region. Ever watchful and daring in 
the discharge of eny duty, he was intensely 
anxiousto guard his beloved mountains of 
Virginia. is, stimulating his devotion to 
the general welfare of the Confederacy, in- 
duced him to desire to march against the en- 
emy, who had captured Romney. On the 
20th of November, 1861, he wrote tothe War 
Department, proposing an expedition to 
Romnpey,in Western Virginia. It was decided 


.to adopt his proposition, endorsed by the 


Commander of the Department, and, further 
to insure success, though not recommended 
inthe endorsement, bis old brigade, then in 
the army of the Potomac, was selected aga 
part of the command with which he was to 
make the campaign. 


Making the Most of the Horse. 
From the Scientific American. 


In France, when a horse has reached the 
age of twenty or thirty, it is destined for a 
chemical factory; it is first relieved of its 
hair, which serves to stuff cushions and sad- 
dies; then it is slaughtered and skinned: the 
hoofs serve to make combs. Next the carcass 
is placed in a cylinder and cooked by steam 
at a pressure of three atmospheres; a cock is 
opened, which allows the grease to be run off: 
then the remains are cut up, leg bones 
are sold to make knife handles, ete., and the 
coarser, the ribs, the bead, etc., are converted 
into animal black and glue. The first are 
calcined in cylinders, and the vapors when

A London correspondent tells the following 
extraordinary story connected with the Tay 
bridge catastrophe: A gentleman, resident 
with his wife in a large town in the north of 
England, and employed by a firm having bus- 
iness connections with Scotland, had been 
sent on a tour through Scotland in December, 
1879. Like a faithful husband, he made his 
wife aware of his movements, and while m 
the Scotch metropolis, about Christmas, he 
wrote, telling her when she might expect 
him home. In this letter he meutioned that, 
to get finished wfth his business and return 
to England as speedily as possible, he intend- 
to make the most of the remaining days of the 
vear, and had _ arranged to go to 
Dundee via the Tay _ bridge on 
the evening of Sunday, the 28th De- 
cember. When the announcement was made 
in the newspapers on the morning of the 29th 
that the bridge had fallen, carrying with it an 
express train and many passengers, it did not 
escape the eye of the gentleman’s wife, who 
naturally feared that her husband was one of 
the victans. In this impression she was con- 
firmed by the fact that she received no letters 
from him and could find no trace of him at 
places where his whereabouts were likely to 
be known. Hastening to Dundee she was an 
anxious spectator for several days of the op- 
erations for the recovery of the bodies of the 
missing passengers. pg she returned 
home, bemoaning her widowhood, and the 
firm for whom her husband had been collect- 
ing accounts gave up the money as lost. As 
nothing turther could be done, matters were 
allowed to rest until the body of the supposed 
victim was found, but as time wore on the 
prospect of its recovery became 
less and =tIess, and _ all __ interest- 
ed persons reluctantly became 
resigned to their fate.

MARSHAL THOMAS’ BOND. 


The Council Committee Requires Ad- 
ditional Security For the New Official. 


There is a hitch inthe Council Committee 
over Marshal Thomas’ bond. Itwas sent to 
the Council Wednesday night by the Mayor. 
The amount is $10,000, and the securities are 
Louis P. Eber, John Kraus, E. Amer and L. 
Freund. The bond was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Police, consisting of Councilmen 
Larimore, Vastine and Zelle. They obtained 
a report from the Recorder of Deeds as to the 
amount of realty in the names of the sécurities, 
and its condition as regards incumbrances. 
Yesterday they sent for Mr. Thomas and 
informed him that the securities were not 
suflicient, therefore they could not report fa- 
vorably uponthe bond. The document was 
returned to Mr. Thomas, and it was agreed 
he should meet the committee at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon at the office of Judge Vastine, 
when additional security would be furnished. 


Mr. Thomas says there wiil be no difti- 
culty about furnishing’ sufficient se- 
curity. He supposed at the _ time' 
he submitted is bond with the 
names given that they were qualified for the 
amount named. The bond of the City Mar- 
shai’s office is more a matter of form than 
anything clse. That official is required to 
make daily returns of the money he handles, 
and it is hard to see how, under the present 
regulations, there could be a misappropria- 
tion. The action of the committee will delav 
Mr. Thomas afew days from occupying the 
Oo ce.

A Movement to Classify St. Louis 
Under the State Law. 


Hew the Eate Republican Victory May 
Be Neutralized. 


It makes great difference whose ox is gored 
in politics as well as anything else. Demo- 
crats who have been stalwartly opposed to 
interfering legislation at Jefferson City calcu- 
lated to affect St. Louis are now planning a 
stupendous scheme, which, if carried out will 
neutralize the Republican victory cf April 5. 
The plan contemplates the election of a dele- 
gation to the General Assembly a year from 
next fall, selected to earry out a pre-arranged 
programme. With the delegation secared 
it is believed to be an easy matter, aided bythe 


Democratic majority in the Legislature, to 
carry out this programme and deliver the 
city back into. the possession of the Demo- 
cratic party. The laws of the State. in their 
present form favor the project greatly. A 
section of the revised statutes reads as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 43880. Cities of the first class—All 
cities and towns inthis State containing one 
hundred thousand inhabitants or more shall 
be cities of the first class. (Laws 1877, page 

2, section 1.) 

The above will recall wbat some may have 
forgotten that in 1877 the Legis!ature provid- 
ed a charter peepee for St. Louis, which is 
the only city that could come under the divi- 
sion of first-class. This charter now stands 
enacted ready to gointo operation whenever 
the city may choose to assume it. The chart- 
er is in every respect a copy of the one now 
in force. It was drafted and made a part of 
the legislation the winter following the work 
of the St. Louis freeholders.' In many re- 
spects it is supposed to be an improvement 
on the present instrument, for it departed 
from that document where errors had been 
made and supplied sections and clauses 
necessary toround out and make complete 
the ideas enbodied in the draft submitted to 
the people of St. Louis by the Board of Free- 
hojaers in 1876. The Legislature had the St. 
Louis charter before them and subjected it to 
a close revision when they incorporated in 
their legislation the form to which Democrats 
are now looking as the way out of the pres- 
enttrouble. To illustrate the clause so mys- 
teriously omitted in the St. Louis charter ap- 
pears in the draft adopted by the General As- 
sembly thus: 

Section 15. The Mayor shall be chief executive 
ofticer of the citv; shall be at leastthirty years 
of age and a freeholder in said city, and shall 
be ineligible to_re-election as his own succes- 
sor. ¢ 

The Legislature, while placing St. Louis in 
the first class and providiug a very complete 
charter for the city, made its actfon inopera- 
tive until the voters should elect to come un- 
der the provisions by incorporating the follow- 
ipg section in the act: 

sec. 5. Any city ortownin this State, ex- 
isting by virtue of the present general law or 
7 any special law, may elect to become a city 
of the class to which its population would en- 
title it under the provisions of this act, by 
passing an ordinance or —— and sub- 
mitting the same to the legal voters of such 
city or town, at an election“to be held for that 
purpose, not less than twenty nor more than 
thirty days after the passage of such ordi- 
nance or proposition,and if a majority of such 
voters, voting at such election, shaH ratify 
such ordinance or proposition, the Mayor or 
chief ofticer of such city or town gshaii issue 
his proclamation declaring the result of such 
election,and thereafter such city ortown shall, 
by virtue of such vote, be incorporated under 
the provisions of the general law provided for 
the government of the class to which such 
city belongs, which class shall be determimed 
by the last census taken, whether State or 
National. 

Of course a proposition of the kind speci- 
fied will never come from a Republican Mayor 
and Council, who can wish nothing less than 
to bring the city under subjection to a Demo- 
cratic Legislature. The first step, therefore, 
of the Democrats after electing their delega- 
tion will be to repeal or amend this section 
five, so that St. Louis will be brought under 
the classification without a vote of the people, 
and the State Charter will thus be put in op- 
eration. This once effected, the State Charter 
will be subject to tinkering and 
change at every session of the 
Legislature; whereas under the present 
Charter the city is, to 1 considerable extent, 
divorce from State control and interference. 
The Legislature’s charter once inoperation 
changes could be made from time to time, 
changing the termsof city officersin such a 
way as to aid the Democrats in getting con- 
trol of the city and maintaining it. The 
scheme is already being advoeated by those 
actively engaged in politics,and who place 
party above municipal interests. That it 
will be tried at the next session 
of the Legislature is certain, and that it will 
be carried out is very probable unless public 
sentiment sbould be aroused toa strongly 
against it. Some blunders by the Ewing ad- 
ministration during the coming eighteen 
months would aid the Democrats very ma- 
terially in their.plans.

‘“Well,’”? she went on, “I take in babies to 
hoard myself occasionally. I charge a 
week.”’ 

‘‘Isn’t that rather steep?” 

‘‘Not if you consider the care and nursing a 
very young baby needs.” 

“They nearly always die, don’t they?” 

‘*No, indeed ;I have raised many a child; in 
fact I have never had a baby die in my house. 
You see I have my two girls here and they 
take the children out for an airing every day. 
I have only two babieshere now, but I have 
had as high as six at one time. The lady at 
the corner is going to leave her baby with me, 
too, When she goes away. Yousee I keep a 
lving-in establishment, and it is generally 
provided in the contract that I take care of 
and dispose of the babies.” 

‘Dispose of them, how?’ 

“Why, by giving them to families who want 
to adopt infants, and by taking care of them 
until I can find a home for them.” 

*“*Why couldn’t you finda home for this 
iittle fellow ?”’ 

**T can, if you wish, and if the mother will 
make up her mind neverto see him again.”? 

“Why must she never see him again?’ 

“*T have been in this business for yea¥s. I 
have placed more children than you woukd 
believe, and I have foundit necessary to make 
one rigid rule—never to let the mother know 
what I have done with the child.’’ 

‘“Why?? 

“Who would takea babyifthe mother eould 
turn up after the child had vegan to be one of 
the family and take it away? No. If she 
wishes I will place the boy, but she must 
make up her mind never to see him again or 
know what has become of him.’’ 

‘*T don’t believe that she will consent to 
that. I have been told of a place called St. 
Ann’s Asylum. They keep track of the chil- 
dren, do they not?” 

‘“*Yes, they keep track of the children, but 
it will almost surely die if you put it there. 
They have too many babies to be able to take 
care of them.” 

Not to prolong the story too far, Mrs. Seiz 
agreed to take the baby for 1 year for $250 for 
all possible expenses. 
not heard from in a month after the year the 
baby wasto be hers—todo with it what she 
wished.’ Mrs. Seiz’s place represents one of 
the best class of baby farms in the city, and 
though the house is dingy and the accommo- 
dations apparentiv mean, the children thrive 
with her. -This may be because it is almost 
impossible to ‘place’? a baby. which is not 
physically in good condition. Business thus 
co-operates with philanthropy, and when the 
two pull together they are irresistible. This 
lady, of course, as do all those who engage in 
this business, secures a fee both ways, from 
the mother and from the people who take the 
child. Babies are not to be had for nothing. 
On the contrary, asound, healthy boy baby 
will easily bring fifty dollars in the market. 

After leaving Mrs. Seiz and arranging the 
interview in his mind the reporter went only 
a block or so away to a house without a num- 
ber, in the alley rear of Chestnut street, be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth. =e 
Mrs. Thomas to be seen ?”? he 
inquired of a musculiar, coarse-featured 
—— who was mopping off the steps of the 
abode. 

‘“T’m Mrs. Thomas; what do you want of 
me? 

‘‘A servant of our house is now out at the 
Female Hospital. I want to find some place 
to board her child.’’ m, 

The woman lJeered at the reporter and 
asked after «a minute’s pause **what’ll ye 
pav? 

“Very little.” 

“Would two dollars a week be too much??? 
, **Yes, altogether too much.” 

**]’ll take the kind for a dollar and a half a 
week,”’ 

“Il cannot give more than a dollar.”? 

“Well, I'll take it. ”? 

‘What _ kid of aceommodations have you?” 

“Sure they’re worth a dollar a week, what- 
ever.”? 

“Will you let me see them ?”? 

The woman grumblingly led the way in 
where a dowdy looking girl was dandling a 
baby in her lap. She had only began the 
process as the two entered and a copy 
of the Fireside Companion hastily 
crammed beneath the crazy old rocking chair 
sufficiently attested the kind of care the baby 
was getting ad interim. It was a sickly,

against therobbery. 


“Calm yourself, my dear madam,” he 
said; ‘I will notseparate you.’? .

I wish 
we were both dead—both atthe bottom of the 
river, Victor and I.” 

“Why can’t vou keep him with you?” 

‘Because it would break my father’s 


heart if he knew—and he would kill me; but | 


I wouldn’t care for that; I would like to die.’’ 
Little by little she told her story, the usual 
one of too much love on one side and too 
much yillainy onthe other. The visit from 
her countrv home tothe city, and now her 
time was up. She must go back to the home 
where tbis little tragedy was all unsuspected, 
and she must go home alone. That was all of 
it, and every year in St. Louis it is a story 
that he, who cares may hear hundreds of 
times. The kind-hearted old femme sage 
soothed the young lady, and then 
trotted down stairs with the reporter, 
despite the fact that she was evidently and 
sincerely sorry for the distressed mother, 
above. Business was business, 
and a fee of $50 would be expected if the re- 
porter determined to adopt the boy. She 
must also have references and assurances. 

At the City Dispensary the reporter learned 
that there are in St. Louis almosta hundred 
women engaged in Daby farming. They come 
to that place and leave their address to be 
givento any woman just coming out of the 
Female Hospital, and their convalescents al- 
Ways welcome the opportunity thus presented 
to be rid of their little charges. The rates de- 
manded vary from one to five dollars a week, 
and the boarding generally ends ina lapsed 
payment, and the placing of the baby in some 
family. The motherin that case will never 
see it or hear of it again, for there is onecon- 
dition always insisted upon by families 
adopting infants, that- the mother 
shall not know where her child 
baby is. This is always assented to by the 
mothers who recognize that the child must 
be separated from them by an impassible 
barrier. Some acquiesce willingly and care- 
lesslv; with others it is a wrench of the 
heart strings. 

It will be asurprise, too, for many to learn 
the pumber of adoptions that are made 
in St. Louis in ayear. One official 
of the Board of Health calculated it at least 
three hundred babies. Childless couples come 
here from miles away in*the country to secure 
vicarious offspring, and in the city, too,there 
is more of it than any One outside ofthe 
Health Department would imagine. In many 
cases the baby hever learnsits own identity. It 
would be a curious and interesting sociologi- 
cal experiment to trace these waifs up, and 
note how heredity works ina radically new 
environment. 


The experiment would not go far, howev- 
er, with most of these little lives, for any 
child has but a slim chance for life who 
suckles only the bottle. Nature revolts from 
this unnatural step-mother and snatches the 
baby away almostin nine cases out of ten. 
The mortality statistics of infant death are 
simply horrible in the grim certainty they give 
of death from the bottle,marasmus, inanition 
and all the other fanciful synonyms which the 
science of medicine has furnished for the 
good old Anglo-Saxon word “hunger” are 
startling in the frequency with which they 
occureupon the burial certificates. The so- 
called asylums for orphans which dot the 
town, can testify to the prectical impossibility 
ofa child suryiving the deadly bottle. The 
death rate is shocking at each of these ‘‘asy- 
lums”’ and certainly demands some explana- 
tion and apology. But while it is fearful 
in the asvlums, which are certainly conducted 
on a philanthropic basis, what must it be in 
the small baby farms where one woman has 
half a dozen lives committed to her, entirely 
ppon pecuniary and not at all upon religious 
considerations, and where, the more the child 
is scrimped this side of the _ starv- 
ing point the more dollars and cents 
it means to her, thelogical result 
must follow? It must be remembered too that 
thereis no check uponthese babyfarms, large 
or small, but the conscience of the keeper. 
The mother is in no condition to expostulate 
if she isa respectable woman. The baby’s 
life is a constant menace to her, and she will 
naturally breathe easier when itisdead. _ If 
she is a cyprian she will soon come to believe 
that the sooner the babvis out of this world 
the better off it willt be. And as for 
the doctors at the asylum they 
can do nothing. Circumstances 
are too much for them; the factin the case 
will never be exploited until some doctor who 
has left the service will give them away. In 
the mean time abortion is punished tothe full 
extent of the law, and the Chinaman who ex- 
poses his superfluous children upon the river 
bank is execrated from the pulpit and the 
bema, but judging by the condition of public 
opinion in Christian St. Louis it takes all the 
criminality out of infanticide to prolong the 
murder through half a dozen months.
